West End Man Not 
Guilty Of Murder 


After a day and a half of 
deliberation, a-jury in the 
Hamilten--County- Common 
Pleas Court returned on 
Thursday, August 29 with a 
not guilty verdict in the mur- 
der trial of Floyd ‘T-man" 
Johnson. The year old 
West End man was charged 
with the May 5 shooting 
death of Jerome Thornton, 27 
of 2655 Highland Avenue out- 
side an Avondate filling 
station “at Burnet and Nor- 
thern Avenues.

Thornton reportedly cit the 
+ argument short warning that 

he would be back in fifteen 

minutes to either. collect-hia:.

Johnson told the court that 
he feared his life because he 
had heard rumors that Thorn- 
ton had murdered another 
West End man, 30 ‘year old 
Tyrone Bell who was found 
dead in a parked car by 
police in early March, but 
police say no one has been 
charged in that death. John- 
son said that as a result he 
borrowed a small handgun to 
have just in case Thornton 
returned. to carry out his 
threats.

A. noted educator, Mrs. 
Beamon entered the Cin- 
cinnati Public School system 
in 1931, She taught briefly at 
Douglass Elementary School 
before her skill as an ad- 
ministrater was recognized 
and she was promoted to 
assistantprincipalat Jackson 
Elementary School. She soon 
became principal of the 
school and remained there 
for ten years. 

In 1953 she was appointed 
principal of the newly opened 
¢ Hayes Elementary School in 

the West End, where she ser- 
ved until her retirement in 
1969. She then was offered 
an assistant professorship at 
the University of Cincinnati's 
School of Education. 

Over the years she had also 
served as workshop con- 
sultant at Syracuse Uni- 
versity, North Carolina Col- 
lege and the University of 


NO won stele . 
Mrs. Beamon was a 
eer of the Kentucky 
tate College at Frankfort. 
She received her bachelor's 
degree at UC and her 
masters from New York Uni- 
versity where she was a 
Rosenwald fellow. There she 
studied designing educa- 
tional. programs, especially 
for inner city children in ef- 
forts to motivate them to stay 
in school and to séek higher 
education. She also did ad- 
vanced study at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, Columbia 
and Michigan Universities. 

An active civic leader, Mrs. 
Beamon was a charter mem- 
ber of the Greater Cincinnati 
Urban League and a member 
of the National Urban League 
Board. She led the Cincinnati 
chapter for three consecutive 
one year terms as its only’ 
woman president. She also 
served on the boards of the 
Child Guidance Home, the 
Children's Theatre, the 
Greater Cincinnati Com- 
munity Chest and the Ameri- 
can Red Cross. 

She was the National Presi- 
dent of Links Inc. as well as a 
charter member of the Cin- 
cinnati chapter. Mrs. Beamon

re Program Uses 


A.A. Philosophy To Help — 
AlcoholicsReach Sobriety

Before. Alcoholics Anony- 
mous was started in Akron in 
1935 the drunk was looked 
down upon even by other 
drunks. In the years since 
that time at least some 

ple have come to under- 
stand the fact that alcoholism 
is a disease rather than a sim- 
ple weakness. 

The. alcoholics who have 
helped each other , remain 
sober through A.A. have 
become stronger by giving to 
others what has been given 
to them.—the peace and tran- 
quility of sobriety. 

The Welfare Department 
has an Alcoholic Rehabilita- 
* tion Program, coordinated by 
Warren Chisholm, which is 
fun on the same philosophy 
as AA. All six persons 
working as directors and 
counselors in the program 
are non-drinking alcoholics. 

“Once you’re an alcoholic, 
you're, always an alcoholic, 
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explains Chisholm, who has 
been sober, with the help of 
A.A. for 35 years now. “I've 
seen many years of sobriety 
broken,” he said, 10, 20, 30 
years broken by one drink. 
For the alcoholic the next 
drink is just a continuation of 
the last drunken binge, he 
said, even if that binge was 
10 years ago. 

The. Alcoholic Rehabili- 
tation program was started by 
the Welfare Department when 
it was recognized that at least 
one-third of the people on the 
welfare roles are there 
because of alcoholism. 
Although the program is 
primarily designed to help the 
alcoholics on welfare, the 
door at the office at 2340 
Payne is open to anybody 
who comes in and sincerely 
wants to stop drinking. 

Four meetings are held at 
the office each week to which 
anyone is~invited--to come: 
Other members of the’ staff 
will give participants, who are 
generally really down and 
out, two "bus tickets at the 
end of a session, one to get 
back home and one to return 
for the next meeting. 

Those who have reached 


the point of having no place 
to go are often sent to 


Fresh Stact, Inc. which 
operates two _ half-way 
houses. 


In the meetings staff mem- 
bers take turns explaining 
their own problems of the 
past and how they solved 
them. The 
twelve steps of A.A. are 
reviewed over and over again 
until they become a way of 
life for those who are fighting 
the battle against the bottle. 

The first step of A.A., is for 
the alcoholic to admit that he 
Ts powerless over alconol— 
and that his-life-has. become, 
unmanagable because of it. 
This step is the most difficult 
one for most alcoholics and 
without it they cannot 
proceed to any of the others 
or to any kind of sobriety. 

An alcoholic is the last per- 
son to admit that he is an 
alcoholic, explained 
Chisholm. He tends to blame 
his wife. or-his.job.. We try to 
make him become honest 
with himself and to recognize 
the fact that he himself is the 
cause. Nobody +takes the 
drink but him and a drink is 
never the solution to a 
problem, Chisholm said. 

“Alcoholism is the one 
disease in® whict’ people 
reject the cure,’’. said 
Chisholm. And yet, he points 
out, alcohol affects every 
organ of the body, including 
the brain. 

Over a period of time, said 
Chisholm, an_ alcoholic 
negates all his respon- 
sibilities. He loses his job, his 
health suffers and his whole 
standard of living changes 
downward. You can't pay the 
bills if you drink and you 
have to drink, he said. 

The biggest problem is 
living life rather than 
escaping from it. Most alco- 
holics find it impossible to 
face life at all. 

The rehabilitation program 
gets. many, of its clients 
through referrals from the 
courts. and hospitals. They 
get many phone calls, they 
said, from wives of alco- 
holics, but rarely from 
husbands. Chisholm believes

that there are almost as many 
women alcoholics as. men 
and yet there are very few 


women involved in their 
program. 
He feels that-men are more 


ashamed to call and request 
help for their wives than vice 
versa. It seems to be a 
greater disgrace to be a 
woman alcoholic, he com- 
mented. The result is that 
women tend to become 
closet drinkers. 

Chisholm reports a rather 
low success rate in the re- 
habilitation program and he - 
points out that the same is 
true with any alcoholic pro- 
gram. it takes a very strong 
desire to quit on the part of 
the alcoholic to stop drinking 
successfully. And the only 
way to be successful is to 
never drink again, 

For someone who has been 
compulsively drinking for any 
length of time this isa tre- 
mendously difficult task--at 
first. Those who have stop- 
ped drinking agree, however, 
that it is much easier not to | 
drink at all than to be a 
drunk--and those are their 
only--two-choices: 

Though the success rate is 
small there are some very im- 
pressive stories of those who 
have made it out from under 
the bottle. Chisholm 
describes it as finding a way 
back to their rightful place in 
society. A process 
of winning back the dignity 
and self respect they once 
had. It makes life worth living 
again, he said. 

One success story that 
Chisholm likes to tell is about 


aman who walked into the 
office off the street one day. 
Fle looked like a bum. He was 
wearing dirty old clothing 
and he carried with him the 
strong™odor-of—alcotet;-He 
asked for help with his ob- 
vious drinking problem. 

Chisholm prodded the man 
to be sure he meant what he 
said. Then he told him that if 
he sincerely wanted to kick 
his drinking habit he should 
come back the following mor- 
ning--sober. The next mor- 
ning Chisholm saw the man 
coming: up the block on his 
way to work, 

He was sincere in his 
desire to stop drinking and 
Chisholm and the counselors 
at the rehabilitation center 
started him on the road to a 
better life. He started out in 
the Fresh Start halfway 


house, That was three years 
ago and he hasn't had a drink 
since. He now works as a 
counselor at the rehabilita- 
tion center. 


Nobody knows for sure 
what causes some people 
who drink to become 
alcoholics while others can 


always remain in control of 
their drinking. It may be traits 
of character, or body 
chemistry or both, said 
Chisholm. 


The ,phone rang and inter- 
rupted the interview. “He's 
sober now," Warren 
Chishoim was telling the per- 
son at the other end of the 
line, “He has a place to live. 
He showed me his hands, 
he's almost rid of the 
shakes." Another success 
story—but one of the few.

Bob Kelsey Gets Call To Join 
Big 10Basketball Assn. 


Hard work, perserverance 
and the judicious use of a 
great deal of talent is finally 
paying off for Cincinnati's 
Bob ‘Popcorn’ Kelsey. 
Kelsey is a basketball referee 
and a good one. Just how 
good will be told later in this 
article, but a hint of his 
Capabilities lies in the facts 
that he has been chosen as 
one of eight officials invited 
to the’ National Basketball 
Assn. (NBA) tryout camp Sep- 
tember. 15-19 and he has 
received an official letter 

~~ TrSn the” Big” Te basketball 
conference -naming him 
among this year’s officials for 
that organization. 

In the case of the NBA 
Kelsey's application was just 
one of 2,000 that asked that 
he be scouted by the NBA. 
This list was further narrowed 
down to 130, Out of the 130, 
eight applicants were 
requested to report NBA 
tryout camp: in September -at 
the Cleveland Cavaliers’ 
training camp. 

This past summer Kelsey 


has been officiating in the 
Harlem Pro League in New 
York City, that is when his job 
permits. Kelsey is Senior 
Publications illustrator at 
GE's Evendale Military 
Publica?’ ~=,°: Support Ser- 
vices Operation, but time and 
time: again the Amateur 
Athletic Union of the United 
States, The Department of 
Defense through its Inter- 
service Sports Committee, 
The International Association 
of Approved Basketball Of- 
ficials and various colleges 
and. high schools throughout 
Ohio, Kentucky and Indiana, 
have prevailed on the Gen- 
eral Electric Company to loan 
out Bob Kelsey for officiating 
purposes. 

A native Cincinnatian, 
Kelsey himself is an out- 
standing athlete. Born in 
1938, Kelsey and his family 
moved to Stamford, Conn. in 
1955, where he played 
basketball for Stamford High 
School. After graduating from 
high school in Stamford, 
Kelsey joined the U.S. Navy 
for a four-year hitch. 

During his. stay in the navy, 
“Popcorn” as he likes to be 


called, played on three U.S. 
Navy basketball teams and in 
three Ail Navy championships 
with the U.S. Navy softball 
team and went to two All 
World championship. tourna- 
ments. 

After finishing his obliga- 


“tions to Uncle Sam Kelsey 


returned to Stamford where 
he. continued his athletic 
Career ‘playing softball and 
basketball. He also continued 
his education by attending 
night school at Wright Tech. 

In 1965 he-returned to Cin- 
cinnati.the city of his birth. A 
superficial accident caused 
‘him to go into officiating, and 
in: less than 10- years-he-has— 
risen to the point where he is 
being considered for an of- 
ficiating post with one of the 
country’s top collegiate con- 
ferences and the top pro- 
fessional basketball league. 

Kelsey gives a great deal of 

credit for his success to two 
Cincinnatians. One is Tony 
Yates, former assistant 
basketball coach of the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati. Yates 
recommended Kelsey for an 
officiating position with the 
AAU league. Cincinnati is the 
only city in the country with 
its own AAU league, most 
other cities have just one 
team. The teams in the Cin- 
cinnati AAU included - such 
“teams as Marathon Oil, San- 
der’s Stone of Dayton_and 
several other teams of ex- 
cellent caliber. It was here 
that Kelsey got his start in 
big-time officiating. 

The. other Cincinnatian 
Kelsey credits with some 
degree of influence on his 
career is Maxwell Mack. 
Kelsey says Mack is one of 
the people who told him to 
“hang in there,” and keep on 
trying. Mack also taught 
Kelsey the fundamentais of 
basketball and baseball when 
he (Kelsey) was a youngster. 

With this kind of support 
Kelsey went on to become 
one of five officials selected 
by AAU coaches selected in 
1971 to work league champ- 
ionships in London, Ky. 
Kelsey has been the icague 
coaches’ choice to do the 
games for the past four years. 

This year has been a high 
point in Kelsey's career. 
Earlier this year he was one

For the next two years, barring death, 
Gerrid Ford is going to be president of 
the United States. During these coming 
months, whether we are Republicans or 
Democrats, we will have to live with 
President Ford's administration 

Neither the welfare of Black people, 
nor-the objectives of the civil rights 
movement can be put in limbo awaiting 
the outcome of the 1976 selections. 

In the brief time he has been in the 
White House, President Ford has 
diready met with the Congressional 
Black Caucus. 

Whether we like them or not, these 
men and women are the highest elected 
Black public officials we have, They are 
at the point of the wedge where all vital 
federal legislation is’ enacted 

The members of the Congressional 
Black Caucus came away trom the Ford 
conference with a pledge from the 
president that they can reach him at 
any ‘time and, that they would be 
cousulted on issues that effect 
minorities. 

The tact that this was a Republican 
president meeting with Black 
Democratic Congressmen, made no dit- 
ference. In addition, President Ford told 
the Caucus members according to 
Cong. Charles 8, Rangel (D-NY) and 
chairman of the Caucus, that “his ad- 
ministration will include Blacks and 
other minorities at all levels, including 
the White House.” 

By his actions, President Ford has 
challenged Black leadership to play 
what U.S. Senator Edward Brooke calls: 

“coalition politics.” 


In the past, Negroes have been either 
all Republicans or all Democrats. We 
were always the “sure” ones and, party 
officials never had to worry about us. 
They could count our votes before they 
were cast. 

This is neither good politics nor 
smart strategy. Because of this kind of 
blind adherence, the rights of Negroes 
have suffered. in his challenging 
speech before the dinner of the 
Congressional Black Caucus last Sep- 
tember 29, in Washington, Senator Ed- 
ward Brooke said: “To succeed we 
must have more coalition with others, 
and we must have more cohesion and 
communication among Blacks... 

This question we must answer now 
is, are we capable and smart 6nough to 
embrace coalition oolitics: and. are we 
ready to improve communications bet- 
ween ourselves. at 

Ossie Davis, in delivering his keynote 
address before the first Black Caucus 
dinner, titled his speech: “It’s Not the 
Man, It’s the Plan,” 

The time now for Negroes to embrace 


this philosophy. 
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Ten years ago Congress passed the 
Clvil'Rights Act of 1964, and millions of 
Muck Fanericans thosgnt that they “had 
it made”. 
Unquestionably, the 1964 Act was @ 
historic step forward. It virtually 
destroyed the legal foundation of Jim 
Crow, and more importantly gave 
blacks ‘and other minority groups the 


world, regardiess of the gladiators. Don 
King seems to have brought us that 
role, His contribution should open the- 
way for an even broader participation 
by Blacks in other areas. .

The sixteen Black Congressmen and 
the one Black U.S. Senator, comprise a 
formidable contengency if they could 
transcend party politics. © 

President Ford is an announced can- 
didate for the presidency in 1976. The 
minority vote is important to him. The 
time to bargain. with him is now, not at- 
ter the '76 elections. Mr. Ford can and 
must do some things now. From the 
tone of his talk with the Caucus mem- 
bers, he is amenable to compromize 
and bargaining. 

Cong. Louis Stokes, in speaking 
about the power of the Caucus; 
elaborating on the influence that the 
Caucus generates in the House, said 
that there are 75 to 100 Representatives 
who often follow the Caucus’ lead 
because they were elected in districts 
where Black votes made the difference. 

This is potential strength that, under 
the right leadership, can mean much to 
America’s minorities. 

Cong, Stokes, also in @ speech 
before the Black Elected officials Con- 
ference in 1971, said: “Both the 
Republican and Democratic parties 
have a long history of discrimination 
against Black people.fiti . 

This is true. Therefore, Negroes do 
not have to be beholding to either 
political party. Labor and the Jewish 
people have shown us how they ,play 
the two-party game; It is high time that 
we get smart too. President Ford wasn't 
inthe White House a week before he 
had Democrat Labor Leader George 
Meany ‘in for a tong talk. 

Negro leaders, political and other- 
wise, must coalesce on programs and 
objectives and not think about whether 
this or that political party will benefit, 
but rather how will Black people be 
helped. 

Dr. Martin Luther King once said: “It 
is a fact that we have come a long, long 
way in race relations, but in order to 
give-the whole truth, we must add the 
fact that we have a long, long way to 
io." 

President Ford has opened the gates 
for consultation. He admits he needs 
help. Now is the opportune time for 
Black leadership to put aside selfish 
partisanship and propose plans and 
programs to help minorities in their 
struggle for equality. 

As Dr. James M. Nabrit, Jr., put it in 

1961: “We are sick of evasions, weary 
of excuses, fed up with promises, and 
want action now, liberty now, equality 
now — not a little liberty, nota Jin Crow 
equality, not a delayed action, but full 
citizenship. fifi :

Now blacks have come face to face 
with the limitations to their progress 
that the civil rights movement can 
achieve on its own. The probtems now 
confronting the Black community today 
go deeper than civil rights: They em- 
brace the critical problems of em- 
plo: t, education and housing, since 
the Civil Rights Act did not abolish 
slums, create jobs nor upgrade public 
education. 


Black Clevelanders, however, 
through a series of fortunate circum- 
stances, have not suffered as much at- 
trition to their civil and economic gains 
as blacks in most other large American 
cities. While there is some valid 
rationale for those who deplore the 
amount of racial polarization that exists 
here, the Cleveland establishment, 
traditionally conservative, has been 


$8,000, a gain of almost $3000 over the 
previous 10 years. 

Blacks have long been politically ac- 
tive in Cleveland, whether under 
Democratic or Republican ad- 
ministrations, and as -a consequence 
blacks here are more likely than not to 
get their share of government jobs. 
The election of Cari Stokes as the city’s 
first black mayor, served to accelerate 


this advancement of blacks into 
traditional civil service jobs, and 
despite a change in administrations, 
most qualified blacks have been able to

But while Gilligan appears to have maneuvered 


himself out of one erstwhile critical situation, he may 
have laid the foundation for another one when he ap- 
pointed Burt Silverman as chairman of the Ohio Civil 
Rights Commission, 

in Toledo last week, some blacks who had been in- 
volved in the civil rights movement when Silverman 
headed city's Board of Community Relations several 

ears ago, branded him as “an outdated has-been.” 
lumbus ~blacks.—also__raised their eyebrows in 
suspicion when a local! daily quoted Silverman as 
having a “distaste for racial hiring quotas or state in- 
terferance in school teacher assignments." 

Silverman, according to the news story, favors 
teachers, principals and school boards to work out 
their own staff integration plans. This suggestion is 
contrary to the OCRC's involvement with the Colum- 
bus School Board's integration plan which met with 
OCRC's objection last year. As @ result: of con- 
ciliation, a court fight was avoided when the school 
system agreed to provide for a 16 to 17 percent black 
professional staff in each city school by this fall. 

Silverman, 55, obviously laid himself wide open tor 
criticism by taking a position in opposition to a 
decision previously adopted by ORC. If that wasn't 
enough to raise the dandruff of the old ORC member, 
the following quotation attributed to him very likely 
did: 

“My modus operandi is conciliation. | like to sit 
down with people and discuss the problem. | don't 
like the use of force and pounding the table.” 

If one weighs the latter observation word by word, 
he is apt to conclude that Silverman brings to the 
OCRC the thinking of those who advocated civil 
rights laws without enforcement provisions way back 
when the Issue islature. 

If Silverman ‘feels that the battle against dis- 
crimination in employment, housing, public accom- 
modation and sex can best be won through the 
education and conciliation processes, he may be in 
for a rude awakening when the Senate considers his 
appointment for contirmation.

How 
many great functions have you attended which in- 
cluded the most moving speech you ever heard and 
then search the morning and evening news in vain for 
its reporting? F 

It's impossible to find any evidence of our con- 
tinuing struggle, our modest gains or our grim deter- 
mination to achieve in the white press. Stories about 
our front line soldiers just don't exist on these pages. 
The black press highlights champions like Jesse 
Jackson, Vernon Jordan, Leon Sullivan, Carlton 
Goodlett, Roy Wilkins, Dorothy Height, Katie Whick-

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Labor Versus Minorities 


The day has just passed 
when the Knights of Labor 
got up early one morning, 
dressed up and went out to 
Parade, received a pat on the 
back; for they were the ones 
being honored, and then off 
lo a day of recreation they 
went. 

The black man should have 
been prominently in those 
ranks as a Knight of Labor, 
but -he has only begun to 
seep in, wedge his way in 
and a very unimportant mem- 
ber of the parade is there, if 
at all-—something like that 
old sideshow black band 
atop a wagon in the circus 
parade. 

The black man, the 
American Indian, the yellow 
men of Japan and China, and 
the Mexican Chicanos have 
nothing to shout about the 
Knighthood of Labor, for all 
those. Knight charters read 
male—white. Even now there 
are cases after cases before 
courts with plaintiffs trying to 
break those charter lim- 
itations. 

All barred people suffered 
the same discrimination, for it 
was never American men of 
any color or fellowmen, 
meaning American citizen- 
ship, but discrimination 
catered only to those whites 
with European ancestry. Na 
one else was admitted to 
labor ranks where he could 
make a good living: for his 
family. 

So what had American 
black people to shout about 
on Labor Day? Maybe a little 
minuteness in sound, but that 
would be all. 

Buildings afe tumbling 
down for new structures, well 
built by the Knights of Labor - 
- the brick or stone masons, 
they had to be white. The 
black man was. there, 
kneadling concrete or 
hoisting bricks up ladders on 
his shoulders, for that was 
not work for the Knights of 
Labor.

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It ‘was cruelty of those 
Knights to deny opportunity 
to men of other colors, but 
they did and still are parrying 
stroke after stroke to prevent 
invasion of those charter 
requirements. 

The Knight is true to form 
of knighthood except that he 
lacks gallantry. Those old 
knights of nobility -would 
sacrifice to help others in 
distress while this labor 
Knight creates distress for 
millions sometimes just to 
win a point with man- 
agement. A strike is a 
deprivating experience for 
citizens, whatever way one 
may. look at it. But- the 
Knights blithely go on strike 
after strike and -- what price 
gain? 

Now the Knights of Labor 
have a custom in common 
with the old Knighthood of 
nobility; for only nobles:could 
be knights in the days of 
kings and lords. The Knights 
of Labor charter has said only 
male-white could be mem- 
bers. 

The Knights of Labor were 
always pouting because con- 
spicuous in breadlines and 
other-charity- lines’ was-the 
black ‘man. It, never occurred 
to the Knights that the black 
man was there because they 
only let him piddie along to 
make a living -- they threw no 
opportunity his way. 

They strike to get what they 
think they deserve, although 
when each Knight took the 
job, he agreed to work for 
what the employer offered. 
But they strike to get benefits 
and, after a long hassle, the 
wages go up and’the Knights 
wind up making more, but 
paying more if he buys what 
he produces. 

Both actions ascend a 
spiral staircase that ends at 
infinity. But those who get 
nothing out of the strike must 
shoulder the burden of that 
staircase’ which labor and 
capital ascend. 

Black men, bronzemen or 
sepias are edging their way 
into the ranks by court 
decisions and, one day, 
maybe the charter will no 
longer say “male-white,” but 
Americans will be filling jobs. 
When discrimination bars are 
dropped then the Knights of 
Labor will accede to a real 
nobility of working men and 
will deserve gold plated in- 
struments in a band to head 
their, Labor Day parade.

Black, a 21-year-old black 
student, says had it not been 
for a phone call from her 


school counselor she 
probably would have -been 
sitting at home ‘doing 


nothing” this summer. 
Instead, she is among a 
special group of 12 handicap- 


ped young people -— in- 
cluding seven blacks " who 
participated in the U.S. 


Department of Labor's Sum- 
mer Aid Program in the sum- 
mer of 1974 

What makes this work ex- 
perience unique? 

The handicapped youths, 
who are from special schools 
for the blind and deaf and 
mute, overcame job obstacles 
and gained confidence. They 
say their reception in the 
world of work was so warm 
that - as one put it--——‘we 
really don't feel handicap- 
ped.” 

The Summer Aid Program 
employs youths from 
Washington, D.C., area 
schools." They belong to” 
low income families. The en- 
tire Summer Aid Program has 
160 participants. 

Highly motivated, these 
young workers performed 
various clerical and sec- 
retarial duties. They earn- 
ed $2.00 an hour. 

Nelia Summers, summer 
aid coordinator for the Labor 


Department's Employment 
Standards Administration 
(ESA) says she enjoyed 
working with the handicap- 
ped young people. 2 

She cited the program as 
“an excellent opportunity for 
the handicapped to get out 
into the mainstream.”

Advertising and marketing agencies. operating on the assump- 
tion that nothing can be so powerful as an idea that captivates the 
public s eye and mind. is big business 

This field of endeavor has been big business for years. with 
billions of dollars spent each year for media advertising and 
marketing, but. as in other big businesses. there has been a paucity 
of black persons engaged in the field 

However, black business is gaining a face lifting. There is much 
optimism for the future for those in the field of advertising and 
marketing 

An example of the growth and progress made by black adver- 
tising agencies was the 1973 survey of 15 black-owned and operated 


agencies by Black Enterprises Magazine which disclosed that 11 of 


* the 15 agencies Had billings Of more than a mitliondoltlars in 1972 

The largest black agency on the list was the John F. Small, Inc 
of New York City which had billings of $7 million, ranking the com- 
pany as one of the nation's top black businesses. The agency em- 
ploys 40 people with offices in New York City and Washington, D.C 

Other black agencies which topped the list included Zebra 
Associates, Inc., New York, with $4.6 million; Junius Edwards. Inc., 
New York City, $3.5; Uniworld Group, also New York City. $3.5; 
Vince Cullers Advertising, Chicago, $2.5, Burrell McCain, Inc., 
Chicago, $2 million 

Four others in the $1 million billings range included Phat Adver- 
tising Consultants. Inc., New York; Howard Sanders Advertising, Ltd.. 
New York; Eden Advertising and Communications; New York and 
Vanguard Associates, Minneapolis, Minn,

The statistics were based on 1972 billings and has changed con- 
siderably since that date, but the point is that progress is being made 
in the exciting and profitable field

“There's more to marketing than meets the eye.” When that 
statement was uttered by one of my college-professors..in 1958. little 
did | realize the tremendous impact it would have on me in later 
years 

At the time, the statement was meant to indicate that solutions to 
certain marketing problems might not be as obvious as they ap- 
peared on the surface, and that it would be prudent to look beneath 
the “tip of the iceberg” to determine if all applicable facts had been 
considered 

In trying to evaluate the market as it relates to black ad agencies 


and comment-on the future for-blacks-in the-advertising industry1_ - 


would like the reader to keep the above statement in mind. 

In 1972, there were 11 black owned advertising agencies billing 
in excess of one million dollars annually. Of this number, four are 
recognized as bonafide members of the American Association of Ad- 
vertising Agencies. : 

At present, only eight of the original 11 viable in 1972 remain, 
with three having gone out of business completely. And the tragedy

‘More than meets the eye’ 


does not end there. Within the next four months, the status of at least 
three more is in question. 

The fact is that while the United States’ agency bjllings hit an all- 
time record of 12.9 billion dollars in 1973, less than 1/10 of 1 per 
cent of this total went to black owned advertising agencies. 

The reluctance on the part of industry to actually assign adver- 
tising contracts directed to black owners of agencies has seriously af- 
fected the viability and indeed the survival of these companies. 

We know, for example, that in more than the top 28 Nielsen 
markets, the black population of the inner city is 40 per cent - 70 per 
cent. We know also that in a number of brand categories purchases 
by blacks exceed those of whites. ‘ 

For example, it was recently determined that 30 per cent of the 
indoor film theater admission market is now black, when blacks 
represent only 1/10 of the total U.S. population. ; 

In complete disregard of these facts, it is generally 
acknowledged that a good deal of the assignments to black owned 
advertising agencies are goodwill in nature and not substantive com- 
mitments based on black income, population and consumer patterns. 

The promise that all men have equal access to opportunity in the 
marketplace cannot be realized for black advertising agencies in this 
unrealistic climate of “tokenism” if not overt discrimination. One

tenth of one per cent of a 13 million dollar market is a disadvantage ~ 


against which black advertising agencies cannot, in today's business 
climate, realistically survive. 

Certainly the investigations of the Equal Employment Oppor- 
tunity Commission in the late 1960's, which precipitated an unusually 
sudden incréasé in the numbers-of minorities-employed..by..the. in- 
dustry, might now be focused on the reluctance industry apparently 
has in doing business with recognized and qualified black owned 
communications firms. 

The future of blacks in the industry will be determined by the ex- 
tent of the commitment of companies to extend meaningful contracts 
to black owned firms. ;

Historic 
Congress

From June 19 to June 27 of 
this year, some 600 represen- 
tatives form 42 African nations, 
North and South America, 
Europe and Asia met in exotic 
Tanzania, East Africa, in a 
historic conference which may 
change the shape of the world 
in the next century. 

The nine day session was 
hailed as ths Sixth Pan African 
Congress, ths first world wide 
meeting of African people and 
peoples of African descent on 
the African continent. It was 
also the first meeting of the 
supporters of “Black” Africa 
since the fifth Pan African 
Congress was called by 
historian W.E.B. DuBois, writer 
George Padmore and cafe 
owner Ross McConnough in 
Manchester, England, in 1945.,

NINE POINT DECLARATION 


The nine point declaration 
issued at the closing midnight 
session of the Congress calls 
upon “the Pan African 
movement to transform itself 
into a dynamic force for the 
liberation of all oppressed 
peoples and classes and to use 
the most radical methods to 
liquidate the foundations of im- 
perialism, colonialism, neo- 
colonialism, apartheid and 
zionism.” Delegates specifically 
urged that: 

e African Peoples should 
avoid aping the patterns of 
capitalist countries In their 
development. They should 
exhibit more self esteem and 
self reliance in developing their 
natural resources. 

® Independent African nations 
should end relations with all 
colonial and neo-colonial gover- 
nments (countries governed or 
controlled by foreign powers) 

e African governments should 
disengage activity with multi- 
national corporations and 
monopoly. capitalist countries 
which do not operate in the in- 
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terest of the African peoples. 

e African governments should 
develop the rural sector of their 
nations to eliminate depen- 
dence on other countries and 
provide balanced benefits. 

e African nations should 
promote patterns of trade which 
provide for the development of 
human, financial and national 
resources of their country.-

BLACK POWER REJECTED 


Significantly the Congress 
delegates rejected Black Power 
as a slogan at the urging of 
such U.S. delegates as Owusu 
Sadaukei and Imamu_ Baraka, 
who urged all African peoples 
to join the-straggle to liberate 
all oppressed people 
everywhere regardless of race. 

Baraka, once known as an 
apostle of Black nationalism in 
the /~United States, told 
delegates to “beware of Black 
power pimps and nationalists in- 
dependent capitalists who are 
seeking to rush in to take over 
control of newly independent 
countries aS SOON aS American 
and European imperialists 
leave.” 

- The Sixth Pac declaration 
concludes that “Pan Africanism, 
therefore, excludes all racial, 
tribal, ethnic, religious oF 
national chauvinism, it em 
braces the cause of all Op- 
pressed peoples of the world 
and is opposed to all reac- 
tionary forces throughout the 
world.” -

There Was Another Cinque 
But He Found His Freedom 


By Lucius H. Henegan 

The violent end of "Field Marshal Cinque,” self-styled leader of 
the Symbionese Liberation Army recently in a shootout with Los 
Angeles police and the FBI in Los Angeles recalled the original 
“Cinque” who was the central figure in one of the most celebrated 
cases on record of slave revolt in the Western hemisphere. 

When Donald DeFreeze appropriated the name “Cinque” he no 
doubt chose the name deilberately. Students of black history will 
recognize the name Joseph Cinque (1811-1879) as the leader of the 
uprising on the slave ship Amistad. 


_____‘At.the time_of his capture in his native land of Sierra Leone, his 


name was Singbe (later changed to Joseph Cinque)—He-finally-— — — 


wound up in Havana. He executed, almost single-handedly one of 
the most daring attempts to gain his freedom and return to his West 
African homeland ever to be recorded in the annals of slavery. 

Let's go back to the spring of 1839. 

A stream of slaves for shipment to the New World began arriving 
at the barracoons (slave pens) bound. chained, roped and even 
drugged. They came-by foot, canoe and, caravan. Singbe was among 
those who was captured. He was about 28 at the time, a powerful and 
muscular young man with a high forehead. strong nose, thickened 
lips and curly, woolly hair. He was 4 native of the farming village of 
the Mendi people. 5 

The voyage to Cuba took almost three months. Some 200 slaves 
were chained in groups of five, stripped of all clothing and laid out in 
columns with one man’s head against another man’s thigh. 

in June a few-days after: the human cargo arrived in Havana, a 
wealthy Spanish slave trader by the name of'Don Jose Ruiz came to 
the slave pens — with the expert eye of an appraiser, he selected 
about 50 of the most likely prospects. He went over them like a fine 
tooth comb. Singbe was one among the lot he selected — young and 

middle aged for which he paid the dealer about $450 a piece. 


Soon thereafter the slaves 
were placed aboard the 
schooner Amistad (at night) for 

—shipment to Puerto Principe to 
work in the sugar cane fields. 
The Amistad was a swift and 
tidy ship built for speed in a 
Baltimore shipyard to meet the 
needs ‘of the slave trade. The 
ship also carried a cargo of —_—_—_—_—_—_—_—_—_—_—___ 
crockery. copperplate, silks, 4 


satins and other luxury goods. F 
On the fifth night out at sea Singbe (Cinque) and his companions 


managed to escape from the hold of the ship and armed with 
machetes (heavy knives used in cutting sugar cane) they found in the 
hold of the Amistad, they (under Cinque’s orders) took command of 
the ship. 

The captain and another member ofthe crew were immediately 
murdered. The: rest of the crew_was disarmed. Cinque ordered Ruiz 
and a companion to steer the ship since the slaves knew nothing 
about navigation. ; 

By day the ship was headed in an easterly direction towards. 
Africa but by night Senor Ruiz turned the ship on a northerly course. 
Amistad was sighted, foundering like a derelict off Long Island and 
was soon boarded by a US. naval contingent from the Cutter 
Washington, There was "io food or water aboard. “> 

New England abolitionists saw in the Amistad affair and trial of 
the blacks-an opportunity. to further extend their crusade and a com-

This 
s the forerunner of the establishment of the 
American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU: - ‘ - 

The case attracted wide newspaper coverage and involved the 
attention of many important civic and political leaders of the day in- 
cluding the President, Martin Van Buren. . 

Among the newspapers giving attention to the story were the 
Boston Atlas, Columbian Sentinel, Hartford Courant, New London 
Gazette, New York Post, New York Sunand the Washington Globe. 

Cinque and his companions were defended by Roger Baldwin 
and former President-John Quincy Adams. The trial went through 
the courts to the U.S. Supreme Court (1841) which ruled in favor of 
the Africans and declaring them free to return to their homeland. 

During their trial and incarceration Cinque and his companions 
were given a rudimentary education and Christian teaching by the 
abolitionists. Cinque. considered a man of more than average in- 


telligence, became a skillful speaker. 
About two years’after the Africans left their native land-as slaves 


they returned by ship to Sierra Leone again as free men. Cinque 
soon learned that due to tribal wars most of his family had been cap- 
tured and sold into slavery also. 

Later he acquired a wife, quickly. shed his Christian ways. 
became a chief and, irony of ironies. he himself became a slave 
trader.

Many milk drinks can do double duty as a beverage and dessert 
since they contain not onty-the-milk, but also fruit, berries, ice cream 
and occasionally. whipped cream. Make them picture-pretty by-gar- 
nishing with berry or fruit kabobs, tinted milk cubes, a float of colorful 
ice cream or-a froth of whipped.cream. 

There's know-how involved in making milk drinks which you'll 
want on hand for perfect results. The_first tip involves chilling all 
ingredients for milk drinks. When you add an acid fruit juice to milk, 


—the danger-ofcurdiing-is jessened_and richness increased if you mix 


some ice cream with the milk. — as 

Another hint for mixing is to add the fruit juice to the milk, rather - 
than vice-versa. This keeps the mixture smooth. Make the drinks as 
needed and used, rather than letting them stand. 

Frappe or fizz? Shake, cooler or float? These names may be 
puzzlers, but there’s a quick description of these popular types of 
milk drinks: 

Cooler: Tall drink made of milk-or fruit juice; usually ‘served with 
ice. : 

Fizz: Name given to a tall, bubbly, effervescent beverage con- 
taining sparkling or charged water. 

Float: Milk shake type of drink wherein the iGe cream is not blen- 
‘ded with the milk but left to float on top. : 

Frappe:'Comes from the French word meaning chilled.or iced. a 


frappe is an ice drink usually served in parfait or sherbet glasses: It 
has the coarsest texture of the whote frozen dessert family: The tern - 
may also refer to a drink or dessert frozen partially. 

Shake: Frothy, cold beverage made by blending thoroughly milk 
and a flavoring. Adding ice cream makes it thicker and richer than if 


just milk plus flavor are used. 


CAFE AU LAIT COOLER 

ICE CUBES: 
3 cups milk 
2 tablespoons sugar 
Red food color 
2 cups milk 
1 tablespoon sugar (optional) 
2 cups cold double-strength coffee 

To prepare Ice Cubes: Combine 1% cups milk and 1 tablespoon 
sugar, pour into ice cube tray. Combine remaining 1¥2 Cups milk, 1 
tablespoon sugar and a few drops of red food color for pink cubes; 
pour into ice cube tray. Freeze both trays. To serve cooler: Alternate 
white and pink cubes in each of four large glasses or mugs. Add 1 
tablespoon sugar to milk. Pour milk and coffee simultaneously into 4 
pitcher so that milk and coffee ‘blend as they are poured; fill glasses.

Garnish with fruit kabob of maraschino cherry; pineapple 
chunk and orange section. Yield: 3% cups or 4-6 servings.
